Continuation of 3. NOTE: New issues at least pertain to proposed new claim 22, in which applicant remarked that claim 22 is drawn to 
subject matter previously cited in (proposed) canceled claim 16, and includes all of the limitations of previously amended claim 1. 
However, proposed new claim 22 fails to include all the limitation of previously amended claim 1. Previously amended claim 1 included 
limitation language reciting " said at least one central aperture comprising at least four sides and forming at least two wedge angles 
facing each lateral aperture/' Proposed new claim 22, fails to include this limitation. New issues further pertain to proposed amended 
claim 1 pertaining to the subject matter "wherein said at least two lateral apertures and said at least one central aperture are aligned on a 
longitudinal axis". Applicant remarks that the subject matter of claim 3 has been incorporated in amended claim 1. However, claim 3 
recites "wherein said lateral apertures and central aperture from a longitudinal axis" which is structurally different from "aligned on a 
longitudinal axis" which would render a further consideration and search since there would be a structural requirement for the apertures 
to be aligned on aligned on a longitudinal axis instead of the apertures to form a longitudinal axis. . 
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
